Seen what? 

The Buffalo bison, of 
course. A life size replica 
of the American bison 
is on the front lawn of a 
summer resident. 

However, as of Nov. 21, 
it had fallen over on its 
side. Extreme wind bursts 
knocked it over. Please see 
my photo taken in October. 

What do you know 
about this animal? 

They once measured 
in the millions a few 
hundred years ago on our 
interior plains of North 
America. They were found 
from Alaska down to 
Northern Mexico. 

Amazing. 

Think big. These are 
large animals. They can 
measure from seven to 

pounds to 2,200 pounds. 

During the last few 
decades of the 1800s over 3 
million were destroyed. By 
1900, only 800remained. 
This mass killing threat¬ 
ened the existence of the 
bison but also brought to 
an end the way of life to 
many Native Americans. 

Sad times.

Bisons, I believe, are 
majestic looking animals. 

They have chestnut 
brown hair. They have 
longer, darker hair around 
their head, shoulders and 
chest. They have a pair 
of upward curved horns. 
They all have a large 



shoulder hump. 

Writer’s note: On our 
family trip west across 
Canada some years ago 
we saw several bisons 
at Wood Buffalo Park, 
Alberta. 

In the U.S. there are 
hundreds at Yellowstone 
National Park in 
Wyoming. 

Buffalo and bison are 
different animals. 

I have relatives in 
Buffalo, N.Y. We see the 
Buffalo Bills play. As 
youths, friend Charlie 
McMillan and I, watched 
many times the Triple A 
Buffalo Bisons play hard¬ 
ball at Offerman Ball Park. 
Those two names, Buffalo 
and Bison, have been on 
the Niagara Frontier for a 
long time. 

Note: The Point Abino 
bison is inside as of Nov. 30. 

Maybe next Spring he 
will reappear. I hope so. 

“It’s over!” For some 
seven years we paced off 
the fields on the west side 
of Gorham Road. 

Why? We were mea¬ 
suring the growth of the 
alien plant, the Purple 
Loosestrife. This aggres¬ 
sive plant chokes out 
valuable plants like cat¬ 
tails. My first measure¬ 


ment was only 20 paces. 
Then in subsequent years 
my grandchildren Jackie 
and Jage Noble helped 


Jage finally counted 
700 paces! The “Purple 
Plaque” had taken over! 
Then a huge building 
developer arrived. The 
land was changed forever 


and so was the destruc¬ 
tion of most of the Purple 
loosestrife. 

Yes, it is still around in 
the Town’s ditches in 2015 
and will be in 2016!

"It was the first sailing ship 
in the Upper Great Lakes and 
it was to be used as a trading 
ship. It did sail into the Upper 
Great Lakes and then it van¬ 
ished. The ship and the crew 
were never heard from again," 
said Zavitz.

value is an important com¬ 
ponent in its future growth 
and development.” 

The CIP “was initiated

“It’s meant to get the 
people who were not ready 
financially or otherwise 
to make the commitment.

That number does not 
include the number of crashes that the 
Ontario Provincial Police responded to, 
Gavin said. 

"The NRPS is asking drivers to make 
extra time in their schedule so that they 
can slow down when they are driving 
in these weather and ensure increased 
stopping distance,” he added.
